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White House climate change 
report calls for action

WASHINGTON Climate change is already being 
felt in every region of the US., resulting in hot- 
ter summers, shorter winters, extreme precipita- 
tion, even worsening allergies that will change 
the way Americans live, according to a govern- 
ment report released Tuesday. 

The National Climate Assessment, mandated 
by Congress and published every four years to 
guide policymakers, offers sobering details of 
climate change’s effects playing out in real time. 

“The overall message is that climate change is 
happening right now—we can’t think of this as an 
issue for future generations,” said Radley Horton, 
one of the lead authors and a climate scientist at 
the Earth Institute’s Center for Climate Systems 
Research at Columbia University. “We know that 
the effects on ecosystems, infrastructure, eco- 
nomics and public health are going to grow.” 

The report’s message tracks closely with the 
Obama administration’s vow to push climate 
change near the top of the president’s agenda, af- 
ter he was criticized by supporters for neglecting 
it in his first term. 

The White House has worked over the past 
five years to curb heat-trapping greenhouse 
gas emissions from vehicles and, more recently, 
power plants. But over the past few months, the 
administration has launched initiatives meant to 
make preparing for climate change a backyard is- 
sue for Americans. 

The report, written by more than 240 scien- 
tists, business people and other experts, high- 
lights the following 12 key climate trends, which 
have been edited for space. The entire report can 
be viewed at globalchange.gov.

Observed climate change 

Global climate is changing and this change is 
apparent across a wide range of observations. 
The global warming of the past 50 years is pri- 
marily due to human activities, such as burning 
fossil fuels (coal, oil and natural gas) and from 
deforestation. 


Future climate change 

Global climate is projected to continue to 
change over this century and beyond. The 
magnitude of climate change beyond the next 
few decades depends primarily on the amount 
of heat-trapping gases emitted globally, and 
how sensitive the Earth’s climate is to those 
emissions. 


Recent U.S. temperature trends 
U.S. average temperature has increased by 

1.3 degrees to 1.9 degrees since record keeping 
began in 1895; most of this increase has occurred 
since about 1970. The most recent decade was 
the nation’s warmest on record. Temperatures in 
the U.S. are expected to continue to rise. 


Heavy downpours increasing 
Heavy downpours are increasing nationally, 
especially over the past three to five decades. 
Largest increases are in the Midwest and 
Northeast. Increases in the frequency and in- 
tensity of extreme precipitation events are pro- 
jected for all U.S. regions. 


Lengthening frost-free season 
The length of the frost-free season (and the 
corresponding growing season) has been in- 
creasing nationally since the 1980s, with the 
largest increases occurring in the western 
U.S., affecting ecosystems and agriculture. 
Across the U.S., the growing season is pro- 
jected to continue to lengthen. 


U.S. precipitation change 
Average U.S. precipitation has increased 
since 1900, but some areas have had in- 
creases greater than the national average, 
and some areas have had decreases. More 
winter and spring precipitation is projected 
for the northern United States, and less for 
the Southwest, over this century. 


Extreme weather 

There have been changes in some types of 
extreme weather events over the past sev- 
eral decades. Heat waves have become more 
frequent and intense, especially in the West. 
Cold waves have become less frequent and 
intense across the nation. There have been 
regional trends in floods and droughts. 


Change in hurricanes 

The intensity, frequency and duration of 
North Atlantic hurricanes, as well as the fre- 
quency of the strongest (Category 4 and 5) 
hurricanes, have all increased since the early 


1980s. ... Hurricane-associated storm intensi- 
ty and rainfall rates are projected to increase 
as the climate continues to warm. 


Change in storms 

Winter storms have increased in frequen- 
cy and intensity since the 1950s, and their 
tracks have shifted northward over the U.S. 
Other trends in severe storms, including the 
intensity and frequency of tornadoes, hail 
and damaging thunderstorm winds, are un- 
certain and are being studied intensively. 


Sea level rise 
Global sea level has risen by about 8 inches 
since reliable record keeping began in 1880. 


It is projected to rise another 1 to 4 feet by 2100. 


Melting ice 

Rising temperatures are reducing ice volume 
and surface extent on land, lakes and sea. 
This loss of ice is expected to continue. The 
Arctic Ocean is expected to become essen- 
tially ice free in summer before mid-century. 


Ocean acidification 

The oceans are currently absorbing about 
a quarter of the carbon dioxide emitted to 
the atmosphere annually and are becom- 
ing more acidic as a result, leading to con- 
cerns about intensifying impacts on marine 
ecosystems.

Why Hot Doug's, closing this fall, 
is more than just a hot dog joint

Chicago takes its hot dogs seriously. 
So when news came Tuesday morning that the beloved hot 
dog stand Hot Doug’s was closing after 13 years of business, the 
ensuing reaction was thunderous. Social media exploded in a 
chorus of nooooooo00’s. Celebrities tweeted their lament. 
Nearly every media organization in town camped out on 
the corner of Roscoe Street and California Avenue in 
Avondale, cameras trained at customers waiting in line, 
hoping to capture some sound bite of sorrow. Owner 
and chef Doug Sohn said the restaurant will close for 
good at 4 p.m. Oct. 3. 
“Tm not burnt out. I also don’t want to be burnt out. 
It’s just time,” Sohn said. 


Sohn said he began thinking about closing 
at the beginning of 2014. “It’s been my strat- 
egy that at the end of each year to decide if 
I have another year in me,” he said. “For me, 
it’s nothing other than I just want to do some- 
thing else.” 

Sohn chose to begin his “permanent va- 
cation” Oct. 4, well after the summer rush, 
when weekend lines can stretch to 90-plus 
minutes long. He said he’s 99 percent sure his 
next venture won't be in the restaurant indus- 
try. While his next move is anyone’s guess (see 
sidebar), Hot Doug’s cemented its legendary 
status in many ways. 


Hours after Tuesday’s closing announcement, 
a line of diners stretched 50-deep along Ros- 
coe, a familiar sight during Saturdays in the 
summer. It just so happens the occasion was 
a living wake. 

“It’s like a dirge out here,” said Jacob Sim- 
mons, a 30-year-old from Logan Square, who 
arrived in line with his friend at 11:44 a.m. and 
would wait 47 minutes to order four hot dogs.

Ridesharing companies 
halted at Chicago airports

The city has shooed away the first attempt by 
a rideshare company to make illegal inroads at 
Chicago’s airports, which up until now have 
been the profitable domain of taxis and limos 
fiercely competing for passengers. 

The four-day episode starting last weekend 
involved Uber X rideshare drivers picking up 
clients who ordered rides on smartphone apps 
at O’Hare and Midway airports. It also marked 
the latest skirmish in the continuing battle 
over the future of Chicago’s rides-for-hire in- 
dustry, which the Emanuel administration has 
openly supported expanding to give consum- 
ers more options. 

The fight pits rideshare drivers, described by 
their companies as part-timers who use their 
own vehicles to earn a little extra money each 
week, against cabbies who drive the streets up 
to 16 hours a day, including waiting bumper-to-

The main highway between Southern Califor- 
nia and Las Vegas remained shut Tuesday, back- 
ing up traffic for miles a day after a bridge fire 
and collapse forced officials to close the busy 
interstate in both directions. 

The overpass, which had been under con- 
struction over Interstate-15 near the high 
desert community of Hesperia, some 70 miles 
northeast of Los Angeles, caught fire during 
construction Monday, said Officer Matt Hunt 
of the California Highway Patrol. 

The fire and subsequent collapse of the 
bridge forced officials to close the interstate 
in both directions, cutting off the main artery 
between Southern California and Las Vegas, as 
welll a other destinatiads in Nevada and) Utah.

The first time Beckett really felt like he'd meade i wes air 
a photo shoot for a knife company. The twr-clay shras was 
tough, and as the photographer Beckett was respansible 
for capturing everything: complicated knide techniques, 
spatulas flipping chicken breasts and a smolidecricuy grill. 
Only the grill was a four-burner stove that couldn't keep 
a flame up. 

“The client wanted to see big, swirling, Hanms acd 
smoke, so we had to figure it out,” Beckett said. Saccl- 
wiched between the chef and his assistant, Teckert asked 
his assistant to spray the fire with a mixnun: of wearer and 
cooking oil. As the flames erupted, he snapped away: 

‘Trial and error seems to be Beckett's greatesr srmength. 
One of his messiest shoots involved orange Cantnrande, a 
few glasses and a bunch of ice cubes. 

“I broke two glasses and went thragel: abut fee gal- 
lons of Gatorade, splashing it all over the floor, pust trying

different things and having fun,” Beckett said, 
laughing. 

To get one cohesive photo illustration, 
Beckett photographed separate im- 
ages of the bottle alone, poured 
it into a glass, threw ice cubes 
into it and chucked glasses 
of the orange liquid into 
the air, later combining 
them all. 

At a typical photo 
shoot, most of Beckett’s 
time is spent setting up 
and perfecting his subject. 
Sometimes he works with 
food stylists, and other times 
he’s on his own. If he’s working 
a 10-hour shoot, he estimates eight 
hours are spent making everything look 
just right. One look at his work and you'll see 
why. Whether he’s shooting a super-flaky pie 
crust, seasoned french fries and ketchup or 
Froot Loops splashing into a spoonful of milk, 
Beckett’s shots are packed with a punch.

His blog, Leftovers (colinbeckettphotography. 
tumblr.com), features outtakes and photos that have 
nothing to do with products or food. 

Though you won't find many food photos on his 
Instagram account, @colinbeckett, he does have 
some tips for Insta-foodies. Take your food photos in 
natural light, preferably next to a window. Don’t use the 
flash, keep a steady hand and find a cool angle. 


His dirty job comes with perks, especially 


when shooting Chicago’s top chefs and restau- 


rateurs. One of Beckett’s most vivid memories 
is photographing chef Bruno Abate at 
Tocco. 
“He cooked a meal for me in 
full track suit and sunglasses, 
then pretended to ride his 
Vespa with one hand in 
the air holding a frying 
pan for a portrait,” Beck 
ett said. “It was amaz- 
ing—both the food and 
the conversations.” 
And the leftovers? Beck- 
ett doesn’t mind grubbing 
after an all-day shoot, especially 
when he can bring friends along. 

“There have been shoots where all the 
dishes I had to shoot, I either got to take with 
me or bring friends with and we just ate,” he 
said. “I'll sometimes take pictures of my friends 
eating the food so there’s a realistic element to

Spring is traditionally a time for transforma- 
tion, but actor Nate Braga takes that concept 
a step further than most. The 30-year-old 
Rochester, Minn., native—who spent six 
years in Chicago acting and earning a musi- 
cal theater degree from Columbia College 
before moving to New York in 2008 — floats 
like a butterfly but stings like a bee in “M. 
Butterfly,” David Henry Hwang’s Tony 
Award-winning postmodern drama inspired 
by the Puccini opera, “Madama Butterfly.” 
In the show, a French civil servant falls 
in love with a beautiful Chinese opera diva, 
not realizing that she is a man—and has a 
hidden agenda to boot. Braga plays the diva, 
Song Liling, and the role requires extensive 
physical transformations such as movement 
and voice direction in addition to elaborate 
costumes, makeup and wigs. To assist with 
this, director Charles Newell hired the 
play’s original Broadway choreographer and 
Peking Opera specialist, Jamie Guan, to 
choreograph the Court Theatre production. 
We called Braga to find out more about the 
challenges —and surprises — of playing this 
role and the transformative power of a good 
pair of heels. 


How he landed the role: “I did the whole 
audition process online, which I’ve never 
done before. They gave me three different 
scenes to read from and I submitted them to

Charlie [Newell], the director. He gave me 
some notes and then I re-recorded myself do- 
ing the scenes. And then we had a two-hour 
Skype interview. Charlie told me by the end 
of the interview, “Yeah, you’ve pretty much 
got the role.’ I was like, “This is crazy!’ It’s a 
21st-century audition, I guess.” 


On mastering the movement: “We did have 
this awesome opportunity with our chore- 
ographer, Jamie Guan. We did a weeklong 
workshop with him in February for all the 
movement and just learning about the 
culture and the art form. It’s such a fantastic 
art form and so precise. He kept on telling us 
that it takes years and years and people work 
a lifetime to learn these roles. And I kept on 
telling him, ‘I have a month.’” 


Why Braga’s a natural fit: “I think one of the 
reasons my name was thrown into the mix 
{during the casting search] is that I was a com- 
petitive gymnast growing up, so the move- 
ment comes a lot more naturally to me—even 
though the Peking Opera is totally different. 
Jamie always makes this reference that the

Western teaching and style is like coffee and 
the Eastern is like tea. [Laughs.} A lot of the 
movement in Western style, we go in counts 
of eight. But in the Eastern style, there’s no 
counting, [you follow] along with percussive 
sounds. We have to re-teach ourselves how to 
listen to music and go with the sounds, so it’s 
definitely been a learning process.” 


On his wardrobe changes: “It’s insane all 
the different transformations I’m making in 
the show. Basically, if ’'m offstage, ’m going 
to be furiously changing my whole costume 
from the wig down—everything. We haven't 
worked with the actual costume pieces yet, 
but even in rehearsal, we have a rehearsal 
skirt or rehearsal heels. It just transforms 
how your whole body moves and how you 
present yourself. And it helps with portray- 
ing the character, too. Women have so much 
power over men! [Laughs.} That’s what ’m 
finding. And it’s really interesting being 
aware of that. It’s amazing what a little heel 
will do for ya.” 


How the role has affected his workouts: 

“I don’t get to lift weights anymore. I was in 
one of my costume fittings and they were like, 
‘Oh, your shoulders.’ [Laughs.]} I was like, ‘Oh, 
no! So I’m now doing a lot of cardio and abs 
and legs. No upper body.”
